! A tax sale is due to be held this 
| spring of property in arrears for 
taxes for 1914 and 1915. The sale 
}is not in the nature of things likely 
| to be any more successful than the 
isale of last year unless the tax 
| system of the city is changed in 
the meantime. The taxes at pre- 
| sent imposed upon property in Ed- 
'monton are so heavy as to make 
|property a liability and not an 
asset. The prospective taxes, 
therefore, stand as a penalty on 
the purchase of property, and thus 
tend to defeat the effort to get 
in arrears of taxes by inducing 
people to buy it. The place and 
| way to begin to collect the arrears 
of taxes is to so amend the tax 
system so that to buy property in 
Edmonton will not be to put one’s 
self in line for tax demands out of 
all possible relation to the earning 
power of the property. People 
will not pay for the privilege of 
being impoverished by taxation. 


Invoking the Soldiers. 

The ‘‘Citizens’ Plebiscite Com- 
mittee’’ in their advertising cam- 
paign call upon Edmonton parents 
in the name of their soldier sons 
overseas to vote ‘‘yes’’ on Monday 
in support of the policy of ineffi- 
cient fire protection for Edmon- 
ton. The name of Canada’s soldier 
has been invoked in many strange 
causes since the first contingent 
sailed, but probably never before 
in quite so strange a cause as that 
which Mayor Evans and his Plebi- 
cite Committee are trying to ‘‘put 
over’’ on this occasion. They de- 
sire the people of Edmonton to 
endorse them in a course of com- 
bined unfairness, autocracy and 
inefficiency that can only land the 
city in deeper trouble the longer

upheld. The Edmonton parents of 
soldier sons—alive or dead—will 
surely resent the attempt on the 
part of Mayor Evans’ publicity 
artists to trade on their most 
sacred emotions as a means 
blinding them to the responsibility 
of the Mayor and his council ma- 
jority for the safety of the city— 
and for the lack of safety that 
now prevails; thanks to his deter-

‘‘Big Business’’ As Usual. 


Mr. O’Connor’s latest report 
indicates that if either he or the 
public had any expectation that 
his report of last month would in- 
duce action on the part of the Gov- 
ernment to make food profiteers 
dify their prices or release sup- 
plies it was a miscalculation. His 
latest statement is that the Fla- 
velle fraternity are piling up eggs, 
cheese, beef and other eatable 
commodities as per usual. The 
egg dealers, he says, 80 far from 
putting their supplies on the 
market in obedience to his warn- 
ing, are simply speculating among 
themselves, and marking up the 
price which must ultimately be 
paid by the consumer. The cheese 
dealers, he says, having cornered 
the supply, are now competing 
with themselves as to whether 
they can mark up the price de- 
manded from the Canadian con- 
sumer faster than they can raise 
the price demanded of our kins- 
men and Allies oversea, Just 
| what manoeuvres the beef hoard- 
ers are going through, he does not 
lsay. Information on this subject 
|may he forthcoming next month if 
he is not fired in the meantime. 


Important Suggestions. 

Hon. A, G. MacKay on Thursday 
departed from the tradition that 
it is ‘‘bad form’’ for any member 
of the Legislature supporting the 
Government to discuss public mat- 
ters in a way involving criticism 
of the Ministers or suggesting 
what course shall be taken by the 
Government. His review of the 
proceedings at the recent confer- 
ence of the Provincial Premiers 
with the Dominion Ministers was 
frankly critical but cordial. It was 
politics as distinguished from 


particularly worth attention. Mr. 
MacKay proposes a ‘‘show down’’ 
with the Dominion authorities on 
the question of whether the Brit- 
ish North America Act means any- 
thing, and offers a plan for bring- 
ing it about. He would have the 
provincial treasurer sell a provin- 
cial bond in contravention of the 
recent order-in-council presuming 
to cancel the Province’s powers in 
relation to finance, and leave it to 
the Minister of Finance to prose- 
}cute—and thus bring the matter 
| up for prompt and final settlement 
in the court of last resort. If the 
Provincial Government intend to 
protect the Province’s rights in 
this matter, and to preserve their 
power to discharge the functions 
imposed upon them by the consti- 
tution that would seem to be a 
convenient way of going about it. 
On the question of food production 
Mr. McKay pointed out that pro- 
gress was being handicapped by 
uncertainty in the application of 
the Military Service Act. The pas- 
sage of that measure has put every 
uble-bodied man under forty-five 
years of age, married or single, 
under liability to be called out for 
service. Men falling within class 
one but who are temporarily ex- 
empted are not thereby assured 
that they will not be called out in 
a few months, Members of class 
two, married men, have been re- 
peatedly warned that they are 
liable to be called at any time. For 
these men, the temporarily ex- 
empted men of class one and the 
men in class two, the whole future 
is uncertain. They do not know 
whether they will be in Canada 
or oversea when the harvest is 
ripe. Naturally they cannot be ex- 
pected to plan food production 
operations—or operations of any 
kind—on a large scale with a pros- 
peet of such indefiniteness con- 
fronting them. Rather the course 
of prudence for them, especially 
for the married men of class two, 
i. to restrict operations, to turn 
everything into cash, and to gen- 
erally set their affairs in order so 
their being 
idents will 
have as little as possible to worry 


about. As suggested, a statement 
from Sir Robert Borden telling

most terrible and ever-present 
enemy of civie existence. When in 
all that time and on what occasion 
did one of these men hesitate to 
risk life or limb in the service of 
the eity and for the protection of 
the lives and property of the citi- 
zens? On what occasion was there 
a failure to render service? When 
was there hesitation in rendering 
service? Was it not because of that 
efficiency of service that Edmon- 
ton citizens slept quietly in their 
beds at night or scarcely turned 
their heads on the street during 
the day when the fire.alarm was 
sounded, They knew that the 
brigade was loyal and efficient 
and that the city was safe in their 
hands. As a matter of cold busi- 
ness the admitted loyalty and ef- 
ficiency of the brigade so impress- 
ed the insurance companies that 
they reduced the rate of insur- 
ance and saved the property own- 
ling citizens tens of thousands of 
dollars in insurance premiums, 
These are the men whom the 
mayor now accuses of drunkenness 
and immorality; of neglect or 
worse in caring for and handling 
|the fire apparatus of the city; 
| whom his publicity committee ac- 
}euses of ‘‘backing Edmonton 
}against the wall.’’ Have these 
/men changed suddenly from being 
reputable citizens and loyal and 
| efficient public servants to become 
|personally disreputable and a de- 
triment to and danger to the city? 
Nothing that has been said by 
them or that has occurred since 
| they left the city service gives any 
|hint in support of the accusations 
or insinuations made. The known 
facts disprove every such conten- 
tion. Drunkennéss and immorality 
do not go with prompt and effi- 
lcient discharge of difficult and 
| dangerous duty, And good service 
cannot be got out of lame or ill- 
| kept machinery. 
| Fire fighting efficiency is a mat- 
'ter of temperament and experi- 
jence. There must be loyalty 
amongst the men to each other as 
|well as to their officers or there 
cannot be efficient work. When 
men go into a burning building 
they must know that they can de- 
pend on each other to the last ex- 
tremity or they will each play 
isafe and poor results will be achiev- 
led. An efficient fire fighting 
force cannot be built up except by 
jexperience. Experience means 
|fires, and fires mean losses. The 
city having built up an efficient 
fire fighting foree through years 
of experience, the new Mayor sig- 
nalizes his accession to office by 
ignoring the proceedings of the 
duly authorized conciliation 
board, and taking action deliber- 
ately designed to establish the 
principle that there shall be no 
claim to promotion within the 
force—with a strike as the only 
means whereby the firemen could 
bring their case before the public. 
The strike of an efficient fire 
brigade is of course a calamity. 
The loss of the Maryland hotel and 
the Lines-Brake garage are part 
of the direct results of the strike. 
It is only by good fortune that 
the losses are not immeasurably 
greater, The citizens did not elect 
the fire brigade. They are not re- 
‘sponsible to the brigade either old 
or new and the brigade is not re- 
sponsible to them, The citizens 


The citizens are responsible for the 
votes they gave and the mayor and 
council are responsible to the citi- 
zens for the votes they received. 
The duty of the mayor and council 
to the citizens is—in 
secure and ensure efficient fire 
protection. The evidence in regard 
to the Maryland Hotel fire proves 
that this has not been done. Why 
or how it has not been done is not 
the important point. The point is 
that the city had adequate fire 
protection a month ago, and that 
it has not such protection now. 
And that instead of taking reason- 
able means to secure such protec- 
|tion the mayor and council ma- 
jority through their ‘‘Citizens’

For the systematic killing of wild

They are then plowed down and thus 
one t of wild oats are killed. It is 
then harrowed and left a while to let 
any more wild oat seeds germinate, 
Then disced again to kill the little 
plants. Harrow and then disced again 
and harrowed again in the fall. The 
next year the field is seeded to any 
kind of a crop, but he has found wheat 
the best. Then the third year the 
field is worked in a similar manner 
as the first year. Thus by the fourth 
year the crop of the field will be en- 
tirely free of wild oats.

Tt is was found impossible to sum- | 
merfallow the whole farm thus, he 
would suggest that half be tried each 
year on this plan. Though it would 
mean less acreage in crop each year

Help the Allies win the war by 
buliding homes for birds which are 
protecting the crops from insects, 
worms and grubs so their yields wil 
be the greatest ever for our boys in 
France and for our Allies, 

There are several ways in which 
you may protect the birds. First at- 
tract them to your locality by feeding. 
If you stop and think you will quick- 
ly realize how hard it must be for 
birds to find food when the gr@und is 
covered with several! feet of snow. 

Bread, grain, table crumbs, peelings, 
bits of cabbage, and suet hung on the 
branches or rubbed in the -bark of 
trees, are very excellent foods, Feed- 
ing trays and crumbs thrown out will 
soon attract many birds if you have 
not a cat to scare ihem away. 

In the summer when it becomes 
very hot and dry, provide a place 
where the birds can bathe and drink 
otherwise they will have to seek sur- 
roundings where they will have these 
facilities. 

The boy with a rifle, airgun or sling 
shot, and the nest robber, are the 
birds’ worst enemies and they destroy 
nearly as many young and old birds as 
the ordinary house cat. Cruel boys of 
this sort should be reported to the 
proper authorities and made to pay a 
fine or some other penalty. DON’T

a garage. The bungalow harbored 
a family of wrens at the same time 
the young robins were being hatched 
Both bird houses, the drawings of 


which accompany this article, have 
won first prizes at contests where 
hundreds of houses were exhibited. 


The drawing do not note this fact, 
but the floor of the bungalow and 
the roof of the bird box should not be 
fastened too securely in place. The 
fastening should be done in such a 
way that the floor and the roof re- 
spectively can easily removed to 
permit the houses to be thoroughly 
cleaned at the end of each nesting 
season. This !s very necessary. 

The houses should be made at once 


and put up early before the birds 
arrive, so they will have a chance to 
weather and lose their paint smell, 
as a new house is no attraction to a 
Jenny wren, 

The best materia! for building bird 
houses is shoe packing case lumber
